Allegations Uncorroborated. 

Under this rule the striking in 
Shanghai six weeks before the 
second child .was born, the alle- 
gation of vencral discage, and the 
allegation of frequent drunken- 
ness are all excluded as entirely 
without corroboration.

tive. It seems to us that wireless will do literature a great deal of 


‘good. At any rate, it will not do it any harm. 
How muy wireless benefit Jiterature? How muy wireless be 
the ally of literature? By killing interest in what has been de- 


: seribed as the “mere mass of printed matter.” Of such matter 


there is an over-abundance in the world to-day. Most.of it befogs 
the mind, ruins the literary palate, and makes it impossibie for 
most of us Lo appreciate real literature. So, if wircless succeeds 
in killing this mass, it will be conferring a boon on mankind. 


When you listen-in you cannot do certain other things, such as 
read. Listening-in is casily the most indolent of pastimes. But 
listening-in is preferable to reading, reading in the manner in which 
most of uy read to-day—that is, “effortless staring dt the printed 
page.” It is better not to read at all, better to listen-in, than to 
stare at a printed page. It may be admitted that the average 
wireless programme is far from being intelligent and-entertaining 
(though we must admit that the Hong Kong radio programmes 
are decidedly above the low average of programmes we have listen- 
ed-in to), but they are far more intelligent and entertaining than 
much of the printed matter we do read. So, if by listening-in much 

| of this printed matter ceases to be produced, and it. will cease as’ 
| soon as there is no demand, then wireless will have been a true ally 
to literature. 

Many pcople, of course, may give up reading altogether. They 
will not ke sny the worse off for that. In any case, literature is 


if{ not for such people. Others, on the other hand, will begin to reid, 


,to rend consciously, using all their brains. And literature to be 
fully appreciated and understood must be read in that particular 
way. Again, the proper enjoyment and apprecietion of literature 
depends on the spoken word, for literature is really addressed to 
the ear, though apparently addressed to the cye. 


Wireless can bring back to us ‘the spoken word, 
and it is doing that-for us to-day to an-ever increasing degree.

Thus, through wireless we may find our way back to a, just 
and proper appreciation of and delight fn literature, And, because 
wireless can help to place us back on the right rails, it is to be wel-

“WHAT PRINCE 


GEORGE SAW 


VISIT TO LEYLAND'S MOTOR WORKS. 


Prince George, on his return 
to Britain after having seen the 
Yarge number of. Leyland vehicies 
operating in South America, ex- 
pressed a wish to visit the main 
works of Leyland Motors, Limit- 
ed, the old-established firm of 
commercial ° vehicle manufac. 
turers, In order that he might 
better study the conditions un- 
der which these well-known vehi- 
cles ‘are bvilt, his visit was in- 
formal. : 

_It was not possible for His 
Royal Highness to see the whole 
of the Company's huge works— 
jn addition to {ts branch works, 
its Lancashire .propertics alone 
extend to over 160 acres — so 
thet a carefully arranged pro- 
‘granime had to be mapped out to 
enable him to see us much a8 
possible of the Company's actl- 
vities, in the brief time at his 
disposal. 

Arriving at the machine shops 
which have recently been erect- 
ed close to: the Company’s steel 
foundry, Prince George was met 
by the Directors. Almost his 
first action was to enquire the 
destination of three large pack- 
ing cases which stood on a lorry’ 
nearby. ‘These, it was explain- 
ed, were chassis packed ready for 
shipment to one of the numer- 
ous Leyland depots abroad. 

Entering the machine shops, 
the Prince passed down two long 
bays devoted to the -machining 
of aluminium parts, and in other 
bays saw the whole proceas of 
machining cylinders, and the pro- 
cosa through which crankshafts 
haye to pass from the rough 
forging tothe finally finizhed and 
balanced article. It was ‘only a 
glimpse at these shopa, but the 
Printe was able to form some 
jJdea of the modern lay-outs and 
plant utilised at Leyland. . 

A owalk of a few hundred 
yards across the open brought 
him ‘to the Foundry, which, in 
addition to supplying castings 
for Leyland vehicles, supplies 
large. quantities to the Admiral- 
tah Teuding engineering firms 
th h the country, where the 
Prinde saw molten steel being 
poured from onc of the huge elec- 
tric furnaces, and the subsequent 
casting of the moulds. Before 
Jeaving the Foundry, he was 
shown’ similar operations in iron. 

Entering his car, His Highness 
proceeded to the North Works, 
whgre the majority of the ma- 
chinihg and assembly of. the 
chassis takes place. Driving 
right dn at one end of the long, 
Jollee, building devoted to the 
AMM assembly of the units into 
the chagsis, he saw how chassis, 
comtiencing at one end as a bare 
frame, pass down the shop until 
they ave finally completed by the 
fitting of units arranged at con- 
venient ‘etages along the length 
of, their cour ; 

Nis Highn now passed 
through further shops, inspect- 
ing different operations in the 
building; of the units, until he 
came” to the gauge room. In 


this vom, all gauges used 
throughout the works are eheck- 
ed at Ienst once a week, for on 
their. accuracy depends to a 
grent extent the precision with 
which work is carried out 
throughout the whole factory. 
Here the Prince himself operat- 
ad a machine capable of measur- 
Ing to 100,000th' part of onc inch, 
and checked on a dial the expan- 
sion caused by holding his hand 
on 1 four-inch pieca of metal. 

Before > leaving the chassia 
works, Prince George spent some 
tine inspecting the erection of 
engines, and watching a row of 
some of the various types on the 
electrical test benches. He was 
surprised to hear of the rigorous 
testing which each engine must 
receive before . passing into the 
hamls of the user, but appreciat- 
ed the necessity for this. 

A representative range of Ley- 
land vehicles had been drawn up 
for his inspection outside the 
North Works. This range in- 
cluded one of the latest types of 
400-700 gallon fire: engines, on 
which was mounted a turn-table 
escape, for time would not per- 
mit His Highness to visit the 
branch works set aside for the 
manufacture of this type of 
vehicle. As the Prince approach- 
ed, the escape was extended 
with a member of the Works 
Fire Brigade at the top. 

Passing down the line of 
vehicles, the party then walked 
through the Service Stores, the 
headquarters of the wide-spread 
Leyland Service organisation, 
which retains spare parts to the 
value of £60,000, for instant des- 
patch to users. 

In the South Works, 
Prince visited the Aluminium 
Foundry, where he saw die- 
casting, 2 process extensively: de- 
veloned by the Company of late 
until now it produces castings by 
this method of upwards of 60 Ib. 
in weight, probably the heaviest 
and most intricate yet achieved 
in Grent Britain. 

The Prince had expressed a 
desire to see a vehicle which was 
being specially constructed for 
work overseas, This vehicle un- 


the 


Moubtedly aroused his interest; 


it has eight wheels, all of which 
are driven and stcerable, so that 
it can pass over almost impossi- 
bly hilly and boggy country. 

Only a few minutes could be 
spared for a walk round the 
coachworks, reputed to be the 
largest in Great Britain devoted 
extensively to commercial body- 
work, then His Highness passed 
on to the sports ground, where, 
in order that he could form somo 
idea of the welfare side of the 
Company, he saw several hundred 
apprentices undergoing physical 
training, which forms part of 
the Leyland educational system. 
Late though he was, the Prince 
would not dibappoint the lads, 
and walked along the line amidst 
cheers from employees and their 
families who had assembled there 
to greet him.

SMALLER WHEELS. . 


Larger Tyres ‘Aid to 
New Ford. 


While tho changes that give new 
beauty to the Ford are observed 
chiefly in the bodies of.the various 
wwnes that were introduced the first 
of the year, tho smaller wheel is 
recognised a3 an Important - con- 
tribution to the ensemble improve- 
ment of body lines af well as an 
additional degree . of comfort and 
safety. . 

Observera have noticed that tho 
improved Ford seems to ait closer 
to the road. This {a correct.” The 
centre of gravity has been lowered.

tlon or pick-up. Even at maximum 
car speed, however, the ongino, 
which hna not been changed, oper- 
ates at comparatively low speed. 


The now steel spoke wheels aro of 
Ford design. ond manufacture. 
Excopt for the smaller aizo, they 
porallel-the wheel of thé cariler 
Model A Ford with the’ additional 
advantage that is gained by shorten 
ing and therefore strengthening tho 
triangles formed by the placement 
of spokes: from hub to rim.

Yesterday was the third day of the China Exhibition, and 
fully half an hour before the opening time there was-already a large 
gathering outside the City Hall, eager to gain admission. ~ 

The opening ceremony. was performed by the Chief Justice, Sir 


Joseph H. Kemp, Kt, C.B.E., KC, 


and the Hon. Dr. 8. W. 'I's'0, 


O.BE., LL.D. They were welcomed by Mrs, E, D.C. Wolfe (Chalr- 
man), and members of the General Committee. 
Prior to the opening of the Exhibition, the Bishop of Victoria 


addressed the gathering. 


He sald that he could not allow thts Inst 


opportunity to go by wHkout oxpressing the great thanks they all 

owe to all the organisers of the Exhibition, He said that he him- 

self did one good deed for the Exhibition’ carly on, and that was 
when he got Mrs. Wolfe to be the Chairman of the Committce. 


_- APPRECIATION 


He had no doubt that Mra. Wolfe 
would be the first. to say that the 
success of the .xhibitlon was due 
{o team work, but he happened to 
know the tremendous amount of 
work Mra, Wolfe had undertaken 
both at the beginning and now. 

The Bishop also expressed thanks 
{o all those other workers who had 
aApent themselves in the making of 
the Exhibition a great success, All 
those who had been connected with 
the Exhibition and had worked for 
it, he was sure, would feel glad that 
they had been associated with it. 

Fufther, the Bishop thanked all 
those who had lent objects to the 
Hxhibition, not only of modden life, 
Hut of ancient China, and of the 
enrly days of Christianity in China. 

Address by Chief Justice. 

The Chief Justicd. said that ‘the 
honour of opening the Exhibition on 
its third day had. fallen to the Hon. 
Dr, Tso and himself, Performing 
the opening ceremony on the third 
day, he said, had both its disad- 
yuntages and advantages, 

The disadvantages, he anid, were 
that ql that was worth saying had 
already been said on the previous 
days, and little remained to be said 


‘qn the third day, but that was to 


the ‘advantage of both the spdakers 
and the greater advantage of the 
audience! 

There were two points that had 
heen referred to by the Bishop that 
he must mention again. He would 
Vike to associnte ,himself with all 
that the Bishop had = sfd in 
expressing gratitude to Mra. 
Wolfe and the Committee and all 
who had given ‘their services to 
make the Exhibition a success; and 
he would also like to associate him- 
self with the Bishop in thanking the 
owners of the wonderful objects of 
art which had been lent for then 
to see. ‘ 

Debt to Owners, 

It was dificult, the Chief Justice 
suid, to part with loved objects to 
put on exhibition, and when they 
realised this they knew what a great 
dobt of gratitude they owed to the 
owners of the, objects on exhibition. 

Included in the: exhibits ware 
pictures and porcelains of the 
Ching, Ming-and Yeung dynasties, 
the latter the Mongol dynasty, and 
also pieces of the Sung dynasty thus 
woing back 1,000 years. In fayt, 
two of the exhibits were of the Han 
dynasty of 2,000 years ago, and one 
of the Chow dynasty. which took 
them as far -back as 3,000 years 
ago. They were indect fortunate 
to be given the opportunity of sce- 
ing those wondorful old pices. 

Craftsman’s Stalls. 

Sir Josoph also referred to the 
craftsmen's stalls and sald’ that 
some of the things they would sce 
boing made could be bought at the 
Rxhibition, and all who bought 
would be helping in the collection of 
funda for very desirable objects. 
Tho provision of the tableaux and 
particularly of the lectures, he sald, 
would help thom to better under- 
ntand what they ace. That after- 
neon there would be o lecture on 
Chinese music and ke, for one, 
would not lke to miss it. 

Hon. Dr. Tso Speaks. 

The Hon. Dr, Tso, before addresa- 
Ing the gathering in Chinese, also 
associated himself with all that had 
beon anid by the. Bishop.and the 
Chief Justice {n thanking all those 
who had helped to ensure tho suc- 
cess of tha Kexhibitfon. : 

Speaking in Chincae,-he said: 
Uhave been requosted . by Mrs. 
Wolfe'to say a fow words in Chin-

WHY TAKE. 
~ EXERCISE? 


Am Article in Light 
Vein. 

It would be an understatement 
to say thant I do not envy Mr. 
MacDonald, saya 
Collins in the News Chronicle. 
But it would also be an over- 
atntement, for I do not mean 
anything political, ‘I mean mere- 
ly that I do not envy any man 
of 65) who is driven by sheer 
pressure of business to take his 
daily exercise at 7.00 in the 
morning. * : 

-There Js something fantastic, 
like a child’s notion of a Prime 
Minister, in the idea of this lone- 
ly, wakeful figure. walking: 
through St. James's Park watch- 
ing the grass grow while his 
country sleeps. : i 

Exercise is the tribute that 
civilised men hive to pay to 
Nature. At its best it is simply 
an excuse for not taking more. 

No intelligent man, I suppose, 
aver really wants to take exer- 
cise, it is something that has to 
be dragged out of him. 

It is really a kind of physical 
olack-mail. Nature says to 0 
man: Either you pay me two or 
three miles of brisk walking by 
to-night; or ten minutes of squir- 
ming like a possessed seul be- 
fore an open bathroom ‘window] 
by nine o’clock to-morrow morn- 
ing, of I will reveal you to your 
friends as the bleary-cyed, furry- 
tongued, sluggish-livered, woolly-, 
headed old humbug that you are. 

And, if the man has any sense, 
he pays. 

Some men, like Mr. Shaw, are 
fortunate enough to be-able to 
‘get through life as perpetually 
busy as a dynamo, without ever 
troubling to do anything more 
violent than disagree violently. 

Other men — Mr. ‘Wells is one 
—- cannot use ather brains over 
prolonged periods untess they 
also give their bodies as much 
exercise as a ratting: terrier’s, 
Mr. Wells, in particular, hag 
made -a reputation and written 
an entire library in the intervals 
of playing games. 

It is woll to remember these 
differences in constitution before 
embarking on a course of physi- 
cal exercise. The Pope ‘at 74 
contrives to keep that active, 
agile mind of his alive within 
the Vatican on as much exercise 
aus n Brighton invalid gets by 
walking up and down the Pier. 
The Bishop of London at 73, on 
the other hand, has to play ten- 
nis and golf like an nthicte get. 
ting into training. 

There are some men who be- 
lieve ‘in exercise for its own 
gake,‘men who go striding about 
before breakfast yulping down 
the fresh air like a yoldfish at 
the top of ita bowl. 

They imagine themselves to 
be the true descendants of the 
healthy savage who had to walk 
twenty miles for his dinner. But 
they are wrong, For the origin- 
al idea: of walking was to get 
somewhere. And exercise gets 
you nowhere. Elther it simply 
gets you back home again 
twenty minutes after you start- 
ed, or it, gets you somewhere 
that you could have reached 
faster and mpre easily by car or 
bus or train. :

To tho inexperlenced motor- 
ist practically the whole. dic- 
tlonary scems to be fall of 
“don'ts,” but there {s ttle 
doubt that the longer one 
motors the moro ono reqilses 
‘tho {mportance of Ahis Httlo 
word. The following colfec- 
tlon of don'ts,” varying from 
‘the ‘safety fivst aspect to tha 
welfare of the car and better 
driving mothods, are. worthy 
of the attention of all motor- 
fsta, 

Don't try to get too great o 
mileage out of a gallan, of oll. 
It won't pay you. One often 
hears and xoads, of drivers 
who get anything up to 6,000 
miles ou6 of ‘a gallon of oll, 
and this without changing the 
lubricant in the sump. No- 
thing fs safd, howover, about 
the wear which takes place in 
the engine under these condf- 
tlons. If the motor ts to havo 
n. rensonnble chance of 
trouble-free Hfe the oll should 
be changed every 1,000 miles, 
and, for city driving, every 
500. 

Don't be tempted to buy 
cheap, unbranded oil; it, will 
probably turn out rather ex-' 
pensive in the end. 

Don't neglect points ‘that 
need lubrication merely bes 
cause they are almost {n- 
acccasible. 

Don't be afraid of gear 
changing. If you have not 
the knack of getting the lever 
ncrosa allently take oa couple 
of lessons and get it. ¥t will 
sove you money, and will add 
materially to your’ driving 
pleasure, 

Don’t forget that you owe 
a measure of consideration 
and all reasonable courtesy to 
all other road users. Don't 
-drive in such a way as to 
splash pedestrians or other 
rond users with mud if it is, 
at all practicable to avold do- 
ing so. By keeping your 
wheels oul of .the worst pat 
holes and going slowly in 
muddy places you can avold 
a lot of inconvenfence to other 
people. 

Don't reverse without pre- 
viously giving yourself the 
“all clear.” 

Don't forget that your per- 
sonal comfort is an important 
factor to your snfety ne rond- 
waing unit, 

Don't drive on one brake 
only. Use each ‘alteenately 
and gently. 

Don’t obuse the uue. of the 
horn, or imagine (hat its 
warning gives any automatic 
right of way at cross roads, 
All the best drivers use a 
mintmum of such sounds, 
emergencies excepted, of 
course, 

Don't overtake on corners, 
even if some one waves you 
on, or until you know from 
your own observation that the 
road Is clear, 

Don’t play with the adjust. 
ments on your car unlesa you 
know how to do it.

600 miled ao day, cover a reguidr 
achedule—regardiess of road or 
weather ‘conditions—and in case 
the motor stopped for any reason 
whataoever, to discontinue the drive 
and report to Portland as soon as 
possible. . 

While the Plymouth's motor wan 
not allowed to stop during the entire 
month there were about three houra 
a day when the enr was not moving.
